Writing in his own paper under date of May 23 he says that 
the many moves in congress in the matter of farm relict legisla­ 
tion are more or less confusing because there is so much polities 
creeping in. 
If the president’s farm program works out successfully, he 
will continue It) be the most popular man in America anti his re­ 
election three years hence will be a fo togo ive conclusion. 
This of course does not please his opponents and they seem 
bent on obstructing his program and harassing his efforts. 
One would naturally think that if the president after the man­ 
date of the last election was ready to stand responsible tor a farm 
program, embodying congressional legislation, that he would Is* 
permitted to go ahead with the program. 
However, it seems not. 
Democrats and radicals who fought him in the election or who 
lined up with him in order to be themselves elected, are obstruct­ 
ing things, insisting on having their way as a price for prompt 
congressonal action and in general acting as if there had been no 
election last fall with its mandate from the people. 
Nevertheless progress is being made. 
The farm bill has 
passed both houses which is quick work considering the cumber­ 
some machinery of congressional action. 
The senate democrats 
and radicals are insisting on tin* debenture scheme hut it is be­ 
lieved they will be forced to yield within a few days and it looks 
as if the bill would l>e a law before June I. There is politics in 
trying to force the debenture because tho senators know that the 
people elected Hoover last fall knowing that he w a s opposed to the 
debenture and all such unsound schemes. 
The tariff bill will be through tin* house* by next week. 
It is 
impossible for an administration to formulate a tarill bill Itecaust 
conflicting interests in congress within both parties bump into 
each other. 
However, the president in ids message expressly 
asked that tin1 bill be confined to increases in farm rates with a 
few changes in industrial rates where it was well known there is 
distress, lack of employment and hardship to the workers. 
The 
new bill’sticks pretty closely to that program hilt it has some bad 
features. Someone slipped several increases into building mate- 
rial items while the bill was being formed in committee. 
The 
president is opposed to those increases and his friends are trying 
to eliminate them. 
With what su m s* remains to he seen. 
On 
the whole, however, the bill is written to aid agriculture and if it 
were not for agitation and some politics, it would he hailed as the 
most generous bill as affecting farm rates ever proposed in con 
gress. This is particularly true pf Minnesota farm products, prac­ 
tically every one of which is additionally protected and thus given 
easier competition in the American market. 
The tariff bill will not be passed for several months by the 
senate, although it will lie through the1 house within the next urn 
► 
days. The senate delay, however, is not a serious matter but of 
course the sooner it becomes a law, the better. Tile senate always 
takes its time and it is going to rewrite many of the rates. This 
may lie a good tiling for the bill, 
ll tin* bill becomes a law by Sep­ 
tember I, it will be helpful for I In* 19211 crops. The most impor­ 
tant thing is to get the farm bill with its marketing machinery to 
work because it will take time to develop that even after the Farm 
Board is appointed. The circumstance that this bill is likely to be 
a law by the first part of June is therefore more important * ban 
that the tariff bill be quickly passed.

FARM LEGISLATION MOVING FORWARD 


R u d o l p h L e e has been right in the center of congressional 
affairs getting a lineup on legislation and the editor of the Long 
Prairie Leader has gained renown for his clear insight in legis­ 
lation. 
Writing in his own paper under date of May 23 he says that 
the many moves in congress in the matter of farm relief legisla­ 
tion are more or less confusing because there is so much politics 
creeping in. 
If the president’s farm program works out successfully, h< 
will continue to be the most popular man in A m irica and his re­ 
election three years hence will he a foregone conclusion. 
This of course does not please his opponents and they seem 
bent on obstructing his program and harassing his efforts. 
One would naturally think that if the president after the man­ 
date of the last election was ready to stand responsible for a farm 
program, embodying congressional legislation, that he would Ire 
permitted to go ahead with the program. 
However, it seems not 
Democrats and radicals who fought him in the election or who 
lined up with him in order to be themselves elected, are obstruct­ 
ing things, insisting on having their way as a price for prompt 
eongressonal action and in general meting as if there had been no 
election last fall with its mandate from the people. 
Nevertheless progress is being made. 
The? farm bill has 
passed both houses which is quick work considering the cumber­ 
some machinery of congressional action. 
The senate democrats 
and radicals art' insisting on the debenture scheme but it is be­ 
lieved they will be forced to yield within a few days and if looks 
as if the bill would be a law before dune I. 
There is politics in 
trying to force the debenture because the senators know that the 
people elected Hoover last fall knowing thai lie was opposed to the 
debenture and all such unsound schemes. 
The tariff bill will be through the house by next week. 
It is 
impossible for an administration to formulate a tariff bill because 
conflicting interests in congress within both parties bump into 
each other. 
However, the president in ii is message expressly 
asked that tin' bill be confined to increases in farm rates with a 
few changes in industrial rates where it was well known there is 
distress, lack of employment and hardship to the workers. 
The 
new bill sticks pretty closely to that program but it has some bad 
features. 
Someone slipped several increases into building mate­ 
rial items while the bi 11 was being formed in committee. 
The 
president is opposed to these increases and Ins friends are trying 
to eliminate them. 
With what success remains to be seen. 
On 
the whole, however, the bill is written to aid agriculture and if it 
were not for agitation and some politics, ii would be hailed as the 
most generous bill as affecting farm rates ever proposed in con­ 
gress. This is particularly ti ne of Minnesota farm products, prac­ 
tically every one of which is additionally protected and thus given 
easier competition in the American market. 
The tariff bill will not be passed for several months by Hie 
senate, although it will be 'through the house within the next urn 
days. 
The senate delay, however, is not a serious matter bul of 
course the sooner it becomes a law, the better. The senate always 
takes its time and it is going to rewrite many of the rates. 
This 
may be a good thing for the bill. 
Ii’ the bill becomes a law by Sep­ 
tember I, it will be helpful for t.lie 1929 crops. 
The most impor­ 
tant thing is to get the farm bill with its marketing machinery lo 
work because it will take time to develop that even after the Farm 
Board is appointed. 
The circumstance that this bill is likely to be 
a law by the first part of dune is therefore more important Hum 
that the tariff’ bill be quickly passed. 
The Leader has great faith in the farm bill. 
It believes that 
it will give to agriculture something in the way of marketing ma­ 
chinery it has never had before, machinery which will bring the 
power for collective bargaining, price stabilization and in com­ 
bination this will develop the situation where tin' farmer has much 
to say about the price for which his products will sell. 
This is the 
goal looked forward to all the past years and it seems about to be 
reached as the new farm bill gets into operation. 
With the machinery of marketing running smoothly, then ihe 
only thing remaining for agriculture to do to make itself depend­ 
ably prosperous will be to carry out the program which The Leader 
has urged in Todd county for twenty-live years and which pro­ 
gram has been going forward very successfully— get the farm on 
a basis to produce the article' for which the community is adapted 
to produce, produce the article or articles so they are better and 
better as to quality and produce' them at lower and lower cost. 
In spite of all the1 criticism and obstruction, the farm relief 
program is going forward rapidly.
